The Last Stagecoach Builder 


by Napoleon Boz 

When Noland Davis left the special 
effects department of Universal City 
Studios a short time ago to take up the 
century-old art of stagecoach building 
full time, many of his co-workers thought 
he was nuts. Now two coaches and 
$24,000 later they are having plenty of 
second thoughts. 

While Davis’s choice of work is strange 
to say the least in the space age, it was a 
natural one because his great grand¬ 
father, and his grandfather were both 
fine stagecoach builders and he is just 
following in their footsteps. 

One is reminded of the village smithy 
Longfellow wrote about when you visit 
his shop at Placerville, California. Filled 
with old tools and hand powered drills, 
cutting shears and other gear from anoth¬ 
er era, the shop has an open front and 
dirt floor. Davis loves Western history 
and it isn’t coincidental that he has part 
of the overland stage road from Carson 
City, Nevada to Sacramento running past 
his front door. “History sort of follows 
me around,” he explains sheepishly. 

Building a stagecoach even with the 
aid of some power tools is still no snap 
since Davis insists on making everything 
but the carriage bolts himself. It is a 


good thing Davis can boast of 52 differ¬ 
ent trades from cabinet making to sign 
painting. “I need every one of them 
when I start working on a new coach,” he 
explained. 

When Davis was learning to build 
coaches at his grandfather’s knee, it took

the pair a whole year to make a single 
coach. Now Davis can do one by him¬ 
self in about four months if he works 
seven days a week, 25-hours a day. 

Davis actually started his present car¬ 
eer back in 1939. As a youngster fresh 
from the hills of North Carolina he 
built a stagecoach for Walter Wanger’s 
classic film, “Stagecoach.” After 27- 
years the stage still see’s regular service 
with the studio. 
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Looking back now Davis said recent¬ 
ly: “I was sure hoping nothing would go 
wrong with that stagecoach, I didn’t have 
my grandpa to help me and answer ques¬ 
tions but it turned out fine.” Since then 
Davis has turned out 32 other coaches 
and two chariots for the movie “Ben 
Hur.” “I can make anything with wood¬ 
en wheels under it,” Davis grined. 

This isn’t exactly true since he also 
made a mechanical bat for the tour cen¬ 
ter at Universal City Studios that flys 
through air hundreds of times a day to 
the delight of visitors. Another of his 
many talents is making engraved spurs, 
bridles and other Western gear for cel¬ 
ebrities like Gene Autry. 

In the old days Davis and his grand¬ 
father could expect to get $2800 for a 
coach or about a $1 a pound. “Nows,” 
says Davis, “just the materials cost that 
much.” Davis charges $12,000 for his 
stagecoaches now - inflation has hit the 
wagon business too. The high price tag 
hasn’t slowed prospective customers 
down though. “1 get more orders than I 
can fill,” Davis said recently. Right now 
he is about four orders behind. 

Davis won’t r e s o r t to production 
methods to speed things up though, “I 
just can't make things cheap or take 
shortcuts that might not be authentic,” 
Davis pointed out patting the side of his 
latest creation. Davis insists on touches 
like a real strong box with an old fash¬ 
ioned lock go with his stages. Naturally 
he makes both the coach strong box and 
lock himself. 

Each of the four wheels needed for a 
coach take one week to make, but when 
they are finished each one is a perfect 
match for size and shape. “If there was 
even 14 inch difference between the diam¬ 
eter of one wheel and another the coach 
would weave and run crooked at high 
speeds,” Davis said. “The studios buy 
my stages because they can even be pul¬ 
led by trucks instead of horses up to 25 
miles an hour and not hurt them. Try 
that with wheels that don’t match — 
you’ll wind up in the ditch or the hos¬ 
pital - or both! 

Davis gets special wood from all over 
the U.S. for the parts of his coach. Oak 
from Tennessee, elm from Vermont, hic¬ 
kory from the Carolina’s and redwood 
from California. Hickory is used in the 
spokes and rims, elm in the hubs, birch 
on the sides of the body and redwood in 
the floor boards. “It has to be right or I 
won’t use it,” Davis said firmly. 

Davis uses 500 pounds of hand forged 
iron in his coaches, and over $400 worth 
of leather. “That doesn’t count the up¬ 
holstery, paint, and brass hardware I 
use,” Davis estimated. According to Dav¬ 
is the same methods he uses in his shop 
were standard operating proceedures 150- 
years ago. He even has the original blue 
prints given his grandfather by Abbott 
and Downing, the investors of the famed 
Concord stagecoach makers from Con¬ 
cord, New Hampshire. A copy of the

blue prints also exists in the Smithon- 
ian Institute files. 

A coach built by his grandfather can 
still be seen in the showroom of Wells 
Fargo Bank in San Francisco. “My stages 
will probably last longer than his did,” 
Davis predicted, “because I use better 
glue, paint and sealers than he was able to 
get.” One thing is certain, anyone buy¬ 
ing a Noland Davis stagecoach won’t have 
to worry about it lasting the 200-years 
Davis predicts, no one is going to live 
200-years to find out! 

Davis is also one of the few small bus¬ 
inessmen in America who won’t be put 
out of work by the space age. “They 
haven’t found a way to computerize my 
work,” he quiped. The last stagecoach 
builder in America is proof positive that 
“old special effects men never die — nor 
do they fade away.” Instead they build 
stagecoaches and watch the world beat 
a path to their door

Ken Earnest - Dramatic Coach 
For Alligator Actors 



MEET THE MAN who owns OVER 1,000 reptiles. Curator 
Ken Earnest of the California Alligator Farm.

That old TV favorite, “What’s My 
Line?” missed a good subject in Ken 
Earnest, who runs the California Alligator 
Farm in Buena Park, California. When 
the occasion arises, he also trains rep¬ 
tiles for work in motion pictures. 

As curator of the two-acre attraction, 
Earnest maintains on display more than 
1,000 alligators, assorted snakes, croco¬ 
diles and turtles. The farm greets more 
than 200,000 tourists each year. 

Ken’s most recent motion picture 
assignment came from Walt Disney Pro¬ 
ductions, which put out a casting call for 
twelve alligator actors to appear as house 
pets in the musical comedy, “The Happi¬ 
est Millionaire.” 

“Actually, it’s impossible to train an 
alligator” says Ken. “Reptiles, being 
cold blooded, generate no nervous ener¬ 
gy, and thus, they’ll move only when 
they absolutely have to. 

“Since they eat only once a week, you 
can’t teach them anything by the reward 
system. Basically, getting an alligator to 
perform is a matter of luck.” 

Continues Earnest, “Since they’re orn¬ 


ery creatures, we have the best luck by 
using reverse psychology. If you want 
one to walk forward just grab him by the 
tail and try to pull him backward.” 

The Earnest family, who brought the 
farm’s original inhabitants to California 
from Arkansas in 1906, has been supply¬ 
ing reptiles for motion picture work ever 
since theddays of silent films like “The 
Perils of Pauline.” 

Ken has wrestled with alligators for 
TV and theatrical productions, and in 
1960, became one of the only people in 
world to survive a bite from the deadly 
tiger snake. 

When his reptiles are used in films, 
Earnest serves as technical advisor. For 
“The Happiest Millionaire,” he worked 
closely with stars Fred MacMurray, Tom¬ 
my Steele, Greer Garson and Geraldine 
Page, as well as newcomers Lesley Ann 
Warren and John DavidsOn. 

It was in the Florida Everglades that 
Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, on whose bio¬ 
graphy “Millionaire” is based, captured 
twelve alligators, and became so enamor¬ 
ed with them that he took the reptiles

home to Philadelphia as house pets. 

Says Earnest, “The most challenging 
assignment in the entire picture was for 
us to find a way for Tommy Stelle to 
dance with an 8-foot, 200-pound gator 
named Lumphead. (Out of courtesy, 
we changed the reptiles stage name to 
George.) 

“The greatest danger to Steele was 
getting his legs near the alligator’s head 
or tail,” continues Ken. “The head is all 
bone, as solid as a block of concrete and 
can break a man’s legs. The tail can eas¬ 
ily knock a man down.” 

By placing a rope around the gator’s 
head, just behind its eyes, Earnest and 
choreographer Marc Breaux were able to 
devise a way for Steele to dance and safe¬ 
ly steer the animal at the same time, 
thereby completing what will certainly 
become one of the screen’s classic dances.

In the past they’ve played at Disney¬ 
land, U.C.L.A., U.S.C., Busch Gardens, 
Hollywood Bowl, the Pomona Fair, Dis¬ 
ney Studios, in Alaska, Chamber of Com¬ 


merce parades, Memorial Day parades and 
civic auditoriums. This summer they 
might be going to Japan or Germany on a 
good-will tour. And their salaries average 
out to about 11 cents an hour. 


They are the 562nd Air Force Band 
based at the 146th Airlift Wing of the 
California Air National Guard in Van 
Nuys. Their commander, Robert F. Brun¬ 
ner, a gifted young composer who recent¬ 
ly completed scoring the new Disney 
comedy, “Blackbeard’s Ghost,” is now in 
his eighth year as leader of the group. 
Captain Brunner’s professional attitude in 
dealing with the band is largely respons¬ 
ible for its success. While retaining the 
dignity of his military rank, he treats 
band members as artists rather than low¬ 
er grade military personnel. 

When recruiting members, Captain 
Brunner holds auditions, as he did during 
the thirteen years when he had his own 
band. An indication of the prestige and 
high morale the 562nd enjoys is indicated 
by a waiting list of at least 40 top names, 
the many trophies the band has won in 
competition, and the California Medal of 
Achievement presented to Brunner. 

Applying another of his professional 
skills in service to his country, Brunner 
recently supervised the background mu¬ 
sic for a new 30-minute film called 
“When the Chips Are Down,” produced 
in color by the National Guard Bureau in 
Washington. For the film the 562nd Band 
recorded “I Am the Guard,” a song by 
Arthur Fields which plays over the end 
titles. This film, for release in 1968 to 
the general public, is aimed at building a 
better understanding of the Guard’s dut¬ 
ies.

Who ever heard of a Negro cowboy? 

A decade ago this would have been a 
valid question, but thanks to a brilliant 
book by two USC professors titled “The 
Negro Cowboys” and its widespread pub¬ 
licity in both the white and Negro press, 
the long-buried facts regarding the black 
man’s part in the settling of the West are 
finally receiving national prominence. 

It isn’t surprising, then, that we’ve 
seen a rash of black cowboys portrayed 
on our television and movie screens. 

Sidney Poitier played a fancy-Dan, 
gambling cowboy in “Duel At Diablo.” 
Don Mitchell recently appeared on “The 
Virginian” as a member of an outlaw 
gang. Sammy Davis, Jr., is reportedly 
one of the fastest guns in show business. 


And now, on Oct. 31st, Bernie Hamil¬ 
ton (brother of jazz great Chico Hamil¬ 
ton) has been teamed with Henry Fonda 
and Sal Mineo as a good cowboy who 
happens to be on the wrong side of the 
law in “Stranger On The Run.” 

“It’s still a little surprising,” Bernie ad¬ 
mits, “seeing a black face behind a heavy, 
western drawl or chewing lazily on a 
chunk of tobacco, but that’s only be¬ 
cause we’re still getting used to the idea. 

“The simple truth of the matter is that 
there were black men in America’s South¬ 
west as early as the 16th century. Esta- 
venico was mapping the area for the 
Spanish before white settlers even 
thought of Jamestown. 

“Later, while black slaves tended cot¬ 


ton fields in the South, Negroes were 
branding cattle, robbing banks, staging 
main street shootouts and breaking wild 
broncos in the West.” 

The fact that Bernie dons spurs, saddle 
and holster is even less surprising after 
taking even the briefest look at his pot¬ 
pourri background. He’s been a stage 
manager, electrician, house manager, set 
designer, janitor, gas station attendant 
and cement mixer. 

He even owned two art galleries — one 
in Los Angeles, the other in Beverly Hills. 
In addition, for the past eleven years he’s 
operated a Christmas tree lot on Sunset 
Blvd. in Hollywood. 

An unusual background for a cowboy. 

As an actor, however, his first speak¬ 
ing part was in “The Jackie Robinson 
Story” and he has since appeared on tele¬ 
vision in “Alfred Hitchcock Presents,” 
“G. E. Theatre,” “Ben Casey,” “Chrysler 
Theatre,” “The Dick Van Dyke Show” 
and many other shows. 

On the big screen he’s been seen in 
films with everyone from Spencer Tracy 
and Gary Cooper to Frank Sinatra and 
Sammy Davis, Jr. His most recent success 
was a starring role in “One Potato, Two 
Potato,” the moving story of an inter¬ 
racial marriage. 

“But the part in ‘Stranger On The 
Run’ is different from other roles I’ve 
played,” says Bernie, “and not just be¬ 
cause I’m cast as a cowboy. Most charac¬ 
ters are either good or bad; they’re either 
for the law or against it. 

“However, this time the law is wrong; 
they’re hounding an innocent man (Fon¬ 
da), whom their leader knows, or at least 
suspects, is innocent. As Fonda’s friend, 
I’m placed in opposition to the law, yet I 
still come off as a ‘good guy’. 

“Not that I’m that keen on playing 
‘good guy’ roles. After all, if we’re going 
to be honest we’d have to admit it’s the 
meanest crook in a movie who’s often re- 
memberedby audiences. Also, the 
heavy’s role usually has more dimension 
and room for dramatic expression than 
the hero’s. 

“And come to think of it, going out in 
a blazing gun battle is better than riding 
off into the sunset any day.”

Musical scores and themes for Han¬ 
na-Barbera's seven new TV series are 
the vital ingredients which not only es¬ 
tablish atmosphere, but which build 
that important link between viewers 
and cartoons during heightened action 
scenes. 

The man at Hanna-Barbera respon¬ 
sible for creating this "music to re¬ 
spond by" is Ted Nichols, studio mu¬ 
sic director for the last three years. 

A dissertation away from his Ph. D. 
in music, Nichols is also a professor of 
music for Cal State at Los Angeles. In 
addition to teaching, he is in charge of 
the college's Varsity (65 member foot¬ 
ball drill band) and Stage (small jazz 
and entertainment band) Bands. 

At Hanna-Barbera, Nichols is his 
own arranger and conductor. Before he 
begins composing musical scores, he 
carefully studies the art work from 
each cartoon series. 

It is here that he gains insight to 
character development, storylines, set- 
lings, humor and the general strength 
of the cartoon heroes. 

While preparing themes and scores, 
he constantly is aware of the dynamics 
of contemporary cartoon music. With 
the trend to super heroes and space 
travel, cartoon music must reflect 007 
and outerspace sounds. 

With 1 2 scoring sessions completed 
since last March, Nichols estimates a 
60% increase in sessions this season 
over the 32 he conducted for last 
year's three new network series. 

Among the seven series, he has de¬ 
veloped special sounds for "Hercu- 
loids” and "Mightor” with the use of 
the Theremin, a special instrument 
which gives off eerie-like whines. "This 
is possibly the first time a Theremin 
has ever been used for scoring cartoon 
series," said Nichols.

the "wild west" when Black Bart's 
stagecoach hold-ups occurred regu¬ 
larly before breakfast and right after 
lunch. 

Special permission was granted to 
him by the Twenty Mule Team Borax 
company to paint a canvas of the mule 
team pulling the heavy wagons of 
Borax. It now hangs in his ranchhouse. 

As a dedicated California historian, 
Boersema keeps track of where vari¬ 
ous historical characters robbed stages 
and boats and blazed trails. 

Every spring after the heavy rains 
are over, he dusts off his metal de¬ 
tector and goes in search of a treasure 
chest of $50 gold octagonals that was 
stolen from a ship in 1881 that was 
docked in Santa Barbara. 

The thief, Charles W. Moore, was 
captured near Boersema's ranch, but 
not before he buried the gold. Sent 
to prison, he later confessed that he 
had hidden the gold close to a river. 

Boersema is determined to uncover 
those gold octagonals, and for the 
last four years has made spring trips 
to that river for that purpose. 

This April he is also undertaking a 
trip into the wilds of Alaska. He will 
drive up to Anchorage, and then make 
several side trips thereafter. He es¬ 
timates the expedition will last three 
months. 

He will hunt with both a rifle and 
a 16mm camera. He would like to 
bring back a Kodiak bear, at least on 
film if not in actuality.

Vera Lelean, who works in the tea 
room of the Ink and Paint building at the 
Disney Studio, was recently honored by 
the Daughters of the American Revolu¬ 
tion through the Hollywood chapter. The 
National Society DAR Americanism med¬ 
al and certificate was awarded to her in 
recognition of her contributions to the 
city of Los Angeles. She is also the DAR’s 
Naturalized Citizen of the Year for the 
state of California. 

The medal is awarded to an adult, nat¬ 
uralized citizen of over five years, who 
has demonstrated outstanding ability fol¬ 
lowing naturalization in trustworthiness, 
service, leadership and patriotism.

During the 
Korean conflict, she was a ground observ¬ 
er in the United States Air Corps and is 
the recipient of the USO ten-year award 
pin representing 2,000 hours of work.
